—or were in April—seeking Jobs through 
the federal and state employment services.

first ripped across the country recalls an 
important 
question 
about 
unemployment 
figures and stresses once more the need 
for a census on unemployment. In 1929. for 
instance, these youths and their counter­ 
parts over the country were not designated 
as employables Should they now be lumped 
without discrimination into the Job seeking 
class with the result that unemployment fig­ 
ures are swollen to a psychologically dis­ 
couraging point? 
It is known, for Instance, that several mil­ 
lions have gone hack to work in the last 
few years, yet unemployment figures remain 
high. Would all these youth*. Including the 
girls among them, he seeking emplo.vment 
if the heads of their famUies were earning 
good wages? Are there not many thousands 
of married women and middleaged single 
women, seeking Jobs and classified as un­ 
employed, who would remain at home lf 
their husbands or family heads w e r e earn­

No reliable estimates are available but tt

Decision Made By Gov. Landen 
There ran be no doubt that the Republican 
organization In various states in the west 
have been weak. The same is true, of course, 
of several eastern states, lf Mr Hamilton 
could visit every state, he would be doing 
something that no other Republican chair- 
man in a tampaign bas seemingly dared to 
do For it is a risk to be away because of 
the many preliminaries that have to be 
arranged at a new headquarters. On th* 
other hand, if develops that Gov. london 
himself made the decision and felt that Mr. 
Hamilton should follow the plan of personal 
contact with county chairmen in the west 
until about Aug 20 and then concentrate at 
headquarters 
As a matter of fact, Mr. Hamilton has got- 
ten a background on his present trip which 
will be invaluable to him when he gets hack 
to headquarters. For one thing, he has sat 
down with county chairmen of all kinds and 
he knows the kind of follow-up that will be­ 
come necessary lf he is to have an effective 
organization 
What Chairman Hamilton does on his ar 
rival in a state is to have a heart to heart 
talk with as many county chairmen ss can 
get to a < entral meeting place. They come 
from far and wide and out in this country 
the distances are something. 
But these

attendee] Mr. Hamilton’s talks to them do 
not get info the papers—not that there is 
anything mysterious about them but th# 
details of party organization, precinct can­ 
vass. and the like are all too colorless to 
be news. 
Speeches Get Publicity 
The speeches which Mr. Hamilton makes. 
of course, get the headlines and local pub­ 
licity. He made himself such a prominent 
national figure at the Cleveland convention 
that he would offend the local committees 
and the communities he visits if he didn’t 
make an address 
And. besides, he is an 
excellent stump speaker, genial, good-voiced 
and 
logical 
in 
the 
presentation 
of 
his 
argument. The mass meeting In Seattle, 
attended by 6,000 people, was one of the 
biggest ever held in that city and the en­ 
thusiasm of the audience was itself an in­ 
spiration 
to 
the 
county 
chairmen 
who 
attended. 
Altogether. I am beginning to believe that 
Gov. Landon made s wise decision when he 
sent his Kansas warrior into the*# western 
states to get the local organizations lined 
up in August. And I will be very much sur. 
prised if this does not turn out to about 
the best managed Republican national cam­ 
paign since 1896 
Incidentally, what Mr. Hamilton is doing 
could not have been done even as late as 
eight years ago He travel* in a big 10. 
passenger plane with an office in it. Th© 
reporters travel with him and so do bls 
research assistants. There sre airports now 
in nearly every place of any importance 
Likewise the people who come to meet him 
from a large state, for Instance, come by 
plane too. Not only does ail this save time, 
but Mr. Hamilton sleeps In a hotel every 
night and gets an opportunity to spend 
most of his time in the cities and towns he 
visits rather than so much of it in actual 
travel. 
Energetic Yeung Man Needed 
But even with these modern conveniences, 
there is a lesson in the Hamilton experience 
National committees would do well here­ 
after to note that it takes an energetic 
young man.

Hamilton with plenty of physical endurance. 
to make pep talks to local organizations, to 
attend luncheons, dinners, and supper* with 
party 
workers. 
Young 
Republicans,

Republicans, women’s leagues etc., snd to 
make a speech at a mass meeting which is 
broadcast over the radio and must, there, 
fore, be compressed in a given length of 
time 
Al| of this would break down the party 
chairman of the old da\s. That's why Gov. 
london is lucky to have as his principal 
aid in this campaign an aggressive, intelli- 
gent and .hard hitting man like Chairman 
Hamilton 
As for the Democratic side. Jim Farley 
has been spending the last three and a half 
years traveling from one end of the country 
to the other making the same kind of local 
contacts with party leaders. Mr. Hamilton 
has less than three months to match the 
Farley Job and. of course, he doesn't have 
the federal office holders 
everywhere 
to

GERMANY NOW FACES 
JEWISH BOYCOTT 


Strong Commercial Weapon 
Again Will Be Used 


Unanimous adoption by the World 
Jewish congress 
at 
Geneva 
last 
week of a resolution calling upon 
"Jewish 
communities 
throughout 
the world to prosecute the boycott 
of the products and services of 
Nazi Germany . . . as a measure in 
defense of Jewish honor” brings to 
attention once more the power of 
this commercial weapon. 
It has been employed often by 
persons unable or unwilling to de­ 
fend 
themselves 
by 
force. 
The 
American colonists resorted to it 
after th© British parliament passed 
the stamp act in 1765. and the boy­ 
cotting of tea in New England cul­ 
minated in the Boston tea party of 
1773. In China boycott has been 
used widely as a method of resist­ 
ing Japans commercial 
penetra­ 
tion of that country. 
Famous Boycotts 
Chinese have carried on boycotts 
also, against British goods, and in 
some cases the boycott has devel­ 
oped into a general weapon against 
products of other foreign countries. 
In 1995 United States merchandise 
was boycotted as a protest against 
this country's exclusion policy. 
After Japanese invasion of Man­ 
churia, there was agitation for a 
world boycott of Japanese silks, but 
it had no great effect. The present 
Jewish boycott of German goods. 
was begun in the summer of 1933, 
resulting in moderation of Nazi pol­ 
icies with 
regard 
to 
Germany's 
Jewish minority. It is a question as 
to whether th© boycott itself or the 
effect that the decision to carry on 
a boycott had on world opinion was 
more Important in forcing a reduc­ 
tion of Germany's export trade. 
Boycotts To Fight Boycotts 
It is interesting, however, to bear 
in mind that boycott is a sword 
which can cut both ways. In other 
words, the logical way to fight boy­ 
cott Is with boycott. Thus, Germany- 
threatened to retaliate against the 
Jewish boycott by boycotting Jew ­ 
ish goods and services. Actually, 
nothing effective was done, due, it 
is believed, to the opposition of the 
men who are striving to keep the 
third reich on an even keel in in­ 
ternational dealings. 
The effect of the latest Jewish 
decision to use boycott against Ger­ 
many is problematical. Undoubted­ 
ly. the Jewish boycott of German 
goods and services has had an im­ 
portant effect, particularly in th© 
United States. 
Th© term “ boycott” is derived 
from the name of Capt. Charles 
Cunningham 
Boycott, 
an 
Ulster 
Orangeman who Incurred the op­ 
position of land tenants in his capa­ 
city as a land agent. Its status in 
law is vague, but obviously the 
most important thing about it is 
the fact it cannot be prevented 
effectively in any but the most 
isolated and narrow cases. In an 
economically interdependent world 
it looms as a vital factor—a form of 
passive resistance 
which alway* 
threatens to he more effective than 
it ever actually has been in prac­ 
tice.

present drouth will be succeeded.

peak s of precipitation." lf the cycle 
continues true to form, he said. the 
low point should be reached som e­ 
tim e between 1933-40, followed by 
" a rapid u p sw in g ” 


Under the Abbot theory tempera­ 
ture and precipitation variations at 
any particular place have a tenden­ 
cy to repeat them selves every 23 
yea.-s, and the most extreme varia­ 
tions repeat at 46 year intervals.
